Were they not Eaſed of their Liberties, their Fortmues,

[We doubt not. (lay they ) but God wil Crown this Parlia- 
ment with fuch Succeſs, as ſhall be the beginning, aud: Feun- 
dation of more Honour and Happineſs to His Majeſty than 
ever yet was enjoyed by any of his Royal Predeceſſors, Ex. 
Col. Pag. zr. ] I ſhall not need to tell ye the kindneſs 
theſe People had for Proteſtant Diſſenters ; when only 
Papiſts, and the Canonical Sons of the Church of England, 
( under the Notion of Church-Papiſts) were excepted from 
Time to Time out of all their Diſpenſations : And not 
only the Epiſcopal Clergy, but the Service-Bvok it felt ; 
and all the Friends, both of the Order and Diſcrpline caſt 
out of all Terms of Chriſtian Accommodation. The 
Pretext was Popery too : But fo foon as ever they had 
gotten the Prey in the Foot, tney preſently laid down 
their Religion, and rook up the Byoty ; and rheir Oſten- 
tation-of Loyalty concluded in the Subverfron 0: the Mo- 
warchy ; as under the Colour of a Reforming Zeal they Over- 


turnedrhe Charch. And let-not any pretend to Qualific 
the 
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'the-Crime by Acquitting themſeFves of an Aﬀual hand 
in the Zorrid Regicide, or in giving Advice upon that 
ſingle Point : The Majeſty of the King was Murder'd in 
that very Remon/trance ; and the DoCtrine and Deſign of 
it laid open the Way ina DireCt Line from the Pex to the 
Scaffold . BEE | 

But they themſelves, in the Thrid of their own A&ti- 
ons, are the Beſt Expoſitors of rheir Thoughts and De- 
ſigns ; fo that without any further Comment, I ſhall 
only Recommend ye to the Tract of their Proceedings, 
as it ſtands upon Record in their own Writings : Wherein 
I have been ſo far from forcing any thing beyond the 
Clear Import and meaning of it, 'That I have been Partial 
rather on the orher hand, in Repreſenting it leſs than I 
have found it.

bur the whole Tranſaction was carried on by thoſe good 
men who were to Viſit themſelves into the Preterments 
of this place, Any Five having tull power to hear and 
determine in all Cafes by the Ordinance, which bore Date 
May 1. 1647. Accordingly, on the Foxrth of Fuxe, they 
Summon. the Univerſity to appear before them, between 
the Hours of Nine and Eleyen, and that their Uſurpation 
might have all neceſſary formalities, A Sermon was to 
precede, where Mr. Harris, (the man who was famous 
tor Santtifying the holding fix Livings at a time and ren- 
drinz it no plurality ) held forth fo long, till the time 
prefixt 'was elapſt, rhis being obſerved by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, who Commanded all the niverfity-Men then in 
Expectation of their doom in the Convocation- Houſe, to 
depart home. The Viſitors being in ſome diforder by 
this little diſappointment, and the Conteſt between. -the 
two Funtcs growing ſtill higher, the CI {o 
contriv'd deiays, by putting in little ſtops with rhe Com- 
mittee in London, that theſe Reftormers were forced for 
a time to. deſiſt. Bur in October tollowing, having. pro- 
cured an Order ( dated the Eighth, 1647.) tor ſendingrhe 
Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Fe/Z, Priſoner to London, They 


began a cloſer Siege, and April 6.1648. rerurn'd in 
Earneſt ro revenge themſelves not only of the Maligniry

And having with them a Noble Perſon, they make him 
firſt their Chance/or, and he in Gratitude, Creates them

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Dofors, forcibly breaking open and __ the Lodgings 
'of the Heads of Colleges, and rifling the Treaſuries : 
particularly at Chriſt-Charch : The Dean being Priſoner 
in London, ( where he contracted the Sickneſs, whereof 
ſoon after he died, ) the Chance/or, attended by a File of 
Maſqueteers, and his Clergy-Bailiffs , brake open his 
Lodging; and having for about a Fortnight quartered 
Soldiers upon his W1iiz, who with her Family was there, 
ſhe and her Childr:n were violently haled out by the 
rude Soldiers into the Quadrangle.

There and elſewhere they 
make havock of Woods, nay Sell rhe , Timber of the very 
Colledge from off the Walls: ( So they did at Chrift- 
Church, ) Rack the Tenants; inſomuch that in Chriſt 
Church, the Dean and Canons there, (in that ſhort time 
they were Poſleſs'd of it) Purchaſt more Lands, than all 
their Predeceſſors had done from the T ime of the Foundation 
to their coming. | 

As to their Reformation of Manners, they made moſt 
Colleges Publick-Tipling- Houſes. : Stron Your and Ale 
being Sold in the Co/ege-Butreries, and ſent for into the 
Town as frequently as trom Common Alehouſes. 

The Advance of Learning, was the laying aſideall Scho- 
laſtick Exerciſes, and running after Extemporary Sermons, 
and then repeating them. 

The Reformation of Religion, was the laying aſide all 
the Devotions of the Church, and particular Founders : 
Nay of the Lords Prayer, infomuch That there were not 
left four Perſons in the whole Univerſity, who durſt re- 
peat it before their Sermoy, . The perfeQt abolition of - the 
Communion ; it being not ſo much as once adminiſtred * 
during the whole time of their reign. In Chriſt-Church, 
the .ſame Perfon, who before: his Expulfion Adminiſtred 
the Sacrament ; at his Return after Twelve Years, deli- 
vered the ext Sacrament there in that Cathedral, and 
great College for Divines. 

Ic is Remarkable that after the great Clamor againſt 
Vice in this Univerſity ; No Man during the whole fury of 
this. Viſitation, . was Ejected for any thing but his Loyalty, 
and for notdaring to violate his Oaths ot Allegiance to his 

Prince, his Oaths to the Univerſity, and to his- Local Sta- 
zutes: nay everyone of theſe Gentlemen which puniſhr 
this their conſideration of their Duty, were likewiſe ob- 
liged by the. ſame Oaths. 4 |
